RIBBON FLOWER TRIMMINGS ARE 


FASHIONABLE AND EASY TO MAKE 


Faihlon says that hats and 
frocks are to be decorated with 
ribbon sashes and 
hand-made 
towers. -These ornaments arc 
really verr simple to make. 


All flowers are built from the 
•tern outward. 
As the stem of 
saeb flower Is a special size, choose 
tbe sort of wire that will be of 
the correct thickness. For exam- 
ple, tie wire should be used for the 
item- of the sweet pea.^as this 
flower requires .the very lightest 
weight of wire. Tbe chrysanthe- 
mum should have satin-edge wire; 
whicb is tbe very heaviest, as this 
flower has a thick, firm stem. 


Study Flower 


Department stores carry a full 


supply of dower leaves -and «U- 
nens (the seed or center of the 
flower). Before purchasing either,

With green tie wire fasten the

According 
to the flower, tbey are either pi- 
cotcd, folded In two without any 
bem. or rolled either outward or 
inward. 


' Overlap fetali 


In sewing tb« petals to the stem, 


j»lsu« them around the stamens, 
vne petal over-lapping the other, 
in natural fashion. 


With green ribbon, one-quarter 


of an tncb in width, wind the en 
tire stem of tbe flower, covering 
the stitches neatly. 
The calyx, 


which can also be purchased la any 
department store, la the cup-like 
article which is placed directly 
underneath the flower.^ 
A very atlrat(iv« costume for a 


fashionable miss consists of an or- 
chid 'dress trimmed with a pale 
yellow rose ornament on her sash, 
a bright silk bag of the same color 
and rosebuds on tbe drooping brim 
of her iiat. 


Double thet Ribbon 
~ 


You will n-ed two and one-half 
yards of four-Inch ribbon for tbe 
rose and sash. Double the ribbon 
for the rose, which Is simply made 
of one continuous strip of »bout 
twenty-four inches wound In spirit 
fashion and lacked Into place. 


Use twenty-eight inch*? ,ol the 


full width of tbe ribbon about the 
waist and tack It to the drew at 
various placfB. The remainder of 
the ribbon Is attached with ,Jhc 


rote to tbe waist and Is hung 
oosely, forming an attractive mh. 


Use Plcot Edge Ribbon 


For the buds use four Incbes of 


one and one-half Inch 
ribbon for each. Seam the side 
of the ribbon and gather it tightly 
at the bottom, forming a circle. In- 
to- thU circle place a small wad 
of cotton. 
Then gather th«v top 


of the ribbon, tack securely Into 
place, and tbe gay bud is com- 
pleted. ' After five of these are 
made attach fine wire stems to 
each, fasten them together wltb 
two or three leaves and place 
them on tbe brim of the bat 


The yellow *!lk bag requires 


one-third of a yard of four-Inch 
ribbon and is similar to the buds 
la design, being seamed at the 
side and also gathered tightly at 
tbe bottom. Baste one-third of a 
ytrd of one-inch ribbon around 
tie top of tbe Inside of tbe bag, 
aid draw through two ribbons of 
one yard each Jn - length, thus 
forming the handle* for your bag.

over there Is very Uttte to be done 
except take down the big tent it- 
self. 


Circus People Not Tough 


After the show the circus people 


go at once to their cars. There 
they sit around and talk a while 
before their early bedtime. Circus 
people are not "tough." as many 
persons suppose: They are all ath- 
letic and must taltc very good care 
of their health. Girls'with the cir- 
cus are brought up just as though 
they were in boarding school. They 
are right with the circus all the 
time and are carefully chaperoned 
and made to behave as the most 
proper young ladies should. 


Many of the actors carry with 


them little alcohol stoves, frying 
pans and percolators, so their can 
:ook up little "after show" lunches 
a tba corners of their passenger 
ca/s and have a sociable time to- 
gether like the,members of a big 
family. 


When it's time to get started 
they crawl into their berths, which 
are often hot and siuffy, and away 
they roll. Nest day it'll be the 
same thing over again. And that's 
circus life.

WHY OF VOLCANOES 


The cause of volcanic eruptions 
Is as yet one of tha earth's mys- 
teries which is not satisfactorily 
solved. 
Various theories- exist 


about the causes of volcanic ac- 
tion, but scientists admit that of 
actual causes we know little. 
...The rocks beneath the surtac* 
of the earth are kept moist by 
the water (rain or snow) that 
sinks through'the upper surface. 
They probably contain, therefor*, 
from threo to twenty per cent 
water. The heat Is very intent* 
beneath these fayera of-rocks, be- 
cause the temperature of tbe 
earth increases nearer the center 
of the earto. where the material 
there melts and forms one flaming 
mass. 
This molten mass gradu- 


ally produces steam. The preaaur* 
of this steam increases constantly, 


,• Gases Are Formed 


The chemical decomposition ot 
rocks and water forms gasea, and 
as the molten'material rises It 
spreads over the watery rocks near 
the surface and acquires thes* 
gases. 


As the mass reaches th* surface, 
the weight above cannot bold la 
the expanding force of the steam, 
and the whole mass explodes with 
terrific fuiy. The lava pours forth 
and the fumes of thr gases es- 
cape, and are often more danger* 
ous than the flaming lava Itself. 


Form of Lava Varies 


Lava reaches the earth in vari- 


ous forms. In a recent outbreak 
of a volcano ot the explosive type, 
the lava, in the upper portion of 
the volcano was cold and hard. 
The volcano had been quiet for 
years. Then movements occurred 
in the earth's crust, and lava was 
forced up from deep below the 
surface. 
The molten mass cam* 


in contact with water tn the rocks 
as It passed through, and the heat 
caused the steam explosion. 


If water were poured on a mass 


of molten clay just come from 
an iron furnace the reaction would 
be similar to a volcanic explosion.
